and substitution of the income tax; for 
rural credits, a more liberal In terp reta­ 
tion of the Federal F arm Loan a e t;

adequate system of inland w aterw ay*, 
such as th<- Si 
Law rence canal and 
the 9-foot channel. 
“This is an age of p arid o x e s— su r­ 
pluses and starving people; g reater 
bank deposits than ever before and 
more closed hanks; goods piled high 
on m erch an ts’ shelves and none able 
to buy them , m ore w ealth and more 
ooverty. m ore m illionaires and m ore 
paupers," Mr. Olson declared. 
“These conditions are the result of 
an econom ic policy w hereby undue 
favor is extended to special groups i^' 
legislation, such as tariff laws, tra n s­ 
portation laws, m arketing regulation® 
and hundreds of other laws which 
we e enacted ;or the benefit of special 
groups. 
And in the face of this it is 
often said th a t prosperity cannot be 
brought 
about by legislation.

F arm ers are not asking for anything 
th at has not been given to others, and 
equal opportunity through legislation 
is alii tiiat is asked," the F arm Bu­ 
reau chief asserts.

Special Legislation Helps O thers at 
Expense of Farm er, 
Olson Declares 


Agriculture, 
long 
suffering 
f r o m 
m an-m ade 
adverse 
conditions, 
is 
threatened with annihilation unless an 
aw akened 
public 
consciousness 
de­ 
velops — a 
consciousness 
that 
wnll 
w ork to right the wrongs that are 
m aking paupers of American farmers. 
This was the keynote of the annual 
address of A. J. Olson, president of 
the Minnesota Farm Bureau, delivered 
at the opening of the federation's con­ 
vention in St. Paul on Ja n u a ry 20. 
Voicing the fear that is upperm ost 
in the m inds of all thinking farmers, 
Mr. Olson said that the 
immediate 
future is even dark er than the past 
has been. 
Pauperism and peasantry 
alone await the farm er unless some 
veiy advanced changes are made in 
bur systems of m arketing, taxation, 
tariff, rural credits and transportation. 
It is the custom of business and in­ 
dustry to fight their w ay out of de­ 
pressions by paying less for the raw 
m aterials 
they use 
and 
dem anding 
more for m anufactured products. Thi3 
is a double-barrelled blow to the farm ­ 
er. 
He will be unable to survive a 
continuation of the ten years of bar­ 
tering he has just come through, the 
F arm Bureau president declares. 
Having 
sounded 
a 
warning, 
Mr. 
Olson goes on to point a way out of 
the situation. 
His solutions, in a n u t­ 
shell, are: 
for m arketing, 
a 
closer 
hookup of producer and 
consumer, 
through the Federal M arketing act, 
which 
may 
need 
im provem ent; 
for 
taxation, removal of the tax on land 
and substitution of the income tax; for 
rural credits, a more liberal interpreta­ 
tion of the Federal F arm Loan act; 
for transportation, the building of an 
adeqnate system of inland waterways, 
such as the Si. Lawrence canal and 
the 9 foot channel. 
“This is an age of parSdoxes - s u r ­ 
pluses and starving people; 
greater 
bank deposits than ever before and 
more closed banks; goods piled high 
on m erchants’ shelves and none able 
to buy them, more wealth and m ort 
poverty, more millionaires and more 
paupers,’' Mr. Olson declared. 
“These conditions are the result of 
an economic policy whereby undue 
favor is extended to special groups bv 
legislation, such as tariff laws, tran s­ 
portation laws, m arketing regulations 
and hundreds of other laws which 
we e enacted for the benefit of special 
groups. 
And in the face of this it is 
often said that prosperity cannot he 
brought 
about 
by legislation. 
It 
is 
back of special, favorable legislation 
th at these millions have been piled up 
F a n n e rs are not asking for anything 
that has not been given to others, and 
equal opportunity through legislation 
is alii th at is asked," the F a rm Bu- 
i an chief asserts. 
The F arm Bureau, state and na­ 
tional, is fighting for correction of 
these ills to agriculture. 
It needs the 
assistance and mem bership of every 
farmer, Mr. Olson declared.

Was One of Few W hite Men W orking 
in Copper Mine; 2,000 
N atives Employed 


Tanned from a life in the open, the 
picture of good health, William B ar to, 
30, was happy to be back in his home 
with his parents Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
Barto, Route 6, Brainerd, today after 
a two years absence which took him 
to 
Luanshya, 
N orthern 
Rhodesia, 
South Africa, where he was engaged 
in diamond drilling for copper at the 
Roam antelys mine for the E. J. Long­ 
year Exploration Co. of Minneapolis. 
“I gut a big kick out of the country 
for the first two months. The strange­ 
ness fascinated me. 
Then I became 
accustomed to the different types of 
people I met. 
I liked the place ami 
the country but there is no place like 
the good old LTnited States,” Barto 
said. 
The trips going and returning and 
his 
experiences 
at 
work 
in 
South 
Africa were 
liberal 
educations and 
thrills. 
Barto left B rainerd on October 22, 
1928, travelled to New York, sailed to 
Southampton, England, from there to 
Capetown, South Africa by way of 
the M aderia Island. 
He started the 
returned journey from Durban, South 
Africa on October 25, 1930 sailing by 
way of Singapore and Hong Kong. 
He spent eight days in Japan sight­ 
seeing. 
He landed at Kobe and went 
by train from Kobe to Kyoto, then t > 
N im and Tok{o, from Tokio he sailed 
to Yokohama,’ then ic Honolulu and 
f r o m 
Honolulu 
to 
San 
EyajMfigcq- 
where he took a train for Minneapolis 
and B rainerd 
Mr. 
B nrto’s

He felt an exhilarating thrill 
at stepping on home soil again ann 
excitedly walked down the streets of 
one of his country’s cities. 
He at*

His trip carried him a distance of 
18,000 miles. 
When B arto arrived at the mi; 
there were 40 whites and 2,000 native? 
working. 
In the last year, however, 
the white population has increased. 
The favorite mode of dress of ’he 
men is shorts because of the heat, th 
tem perature 
remained stationary 
105 degrees for months at a time. 
Barto said. 
Mr. Bai to had the pleasure of see­ 
ing now ami again another B rainerd 
man who was employed by the same 
com pany at Mufflura, N orthern Rho 
desla.

Asked 
regarding

“there are several missionaries there, 
and some natives like them and some 
don't.

work and w art more money. 
Some of 
them help the natives and others just 
the opposite." 
R egarding sale of liquor he said, “it 
is open country and they have whis­ 
key, but it it: very expensive. 
The 
natives m ake their own Kaffir bee*. 
There is little drunkenness.” 
Asked as to the British rule over 
there and w hether they held much 
authority over them, he said “They 
hold quite a bit of authority. 
The 
natives all have to work under the 
British flag.’’ 
“As to food there was not much 
variety, there was no ice and it was 
hard 
to 
kepj, 
any vegetaoies. 
The 
only ones we had were those raised 
in a small vegetable garden. 
Our v,*i- 
ter was warm all the time, and we 
carried it in hags, 
“We were in the wilderness, so we 
had no pleasures such as we ha 
here, however in the larger cities they 
have the talkies, etc,, mostly A m ericj x 
films 
The natives do not show muon 
interest in them. 
We lived in huts 
built of clay. 
There are no buildings 
of fram e because the ants eat ♦he 
foundations,” he said. 
Regarding wages of nati%’e« ov ri 
there he said, "Ihey are paid about 10c 
a day or $4.00 a m onth 
We had five 
servants with each ti ain outfit, arui 
each m e of us had a house servan* 
who did the work, our washing, ke rf 


jibe house clean, etc. 
Their wants arc 
few 
For we American*, the company 
figured it cost about $40 a m onth for 
each living expenses. 
Most of our 
food stuffs were imported from Cape­ 
town, that is, most of it except OU" 
meat." 
Asked regarding peculiarities of the 
natives, as to superstition, etc., Mr. 
Barto said, “Yes. most of them are 
quito superstitious. 
They also like lo 
stick to one line of trade or work 
and not change or go beyond that." 
"How do the natives ♦■el toward the 
United States, do they know anything 
about this country," he was asked. 
"No, they don't seem to know air ­ 
thing about it," he replied
